MINUTES 
EXECUTIVE  COUNCIL  MEETING 
STATLER  HILTON  HOTEL 
AUGUST  21,  1975 


Present:  President  Sullivan,  Exec.  V.P. 's  Murray  and  McLaughlin, 

Sec.-Treas.  Loughlin,  Vice  Presidents  Barron,  Binnall,  Brunelle, 
Buffum,  Campobasso,  Claffey,  Cleary,  Drew,  Dyson,  Farnham, 
Fernandes,  Khoury,  Lavin,  O'Donnell,  O'Neil,  Osborn,  Prender- 
gast,  Rodwell,  Sonsini ,  J.J.Sullivan,  Valentino,  Wall  and  Weng. 

Absent:   Cardinal,  DeRosa,  Ferreira,  Grieco,  Litano  (union  bus.),  Moseley5 
Quinn  (ill),  and  Tarallo  (union  bus.). 

Meeting  convened  at  10:10  a.m.  with  President  Sullivan  presiding. 

V.  P.  Prendergast  read  the  Council  Prayer. 

The  members  stood  in  a  moment  of  silent  tribute  for  departed  members. 

Minutes  of  the  July  meeting  were  accepted  as  written. 

MERGED  LOCALS 

Sec.-Treas.  Loughlin  reported  that  the  Hotel  &  Restaurant  Employees  and 
Bartenders  Union,  Locals  85  and  90  merged  as  of  July  1,  1975-  Now  they 
are  Local  29  (333  members). 

Sec.-Treas.  Loughlin  also  reported  that  the  Atlantic  Fishermen  are  in 
financial  difficulty.   A  motion  was  duly  made  and  seconded  that  the 
Mass.  State  Labor  Council  waive  per  capita  monies  owed  by  Atlantic 
Fishermen  prior  to  August  1,  1975*   So  voted. 

Sec.-Treas.  Loughlin  then  reported  on  several  abolished  unions  and  several 
previously  suspended  locals. 

Motion  duly  made  and  seconded  to  accept  the  report.   So  voted. 

PRESIDENT'S  REPORT 

Pres.  Sullivan  reported  on  a  letter  from  John  F.  X.  Davoren  re  a  nominee 
for  the  position  as  a  member  on  the  Massachusetts  Housing  Finance  Agency. 
Motion  duly  made  and  seconded  to  submit  the  name  of  Al  DiRienzo  for  the 
position  and  to  send  a  letter  to  the  Governor  to  that  effect.   So  voted. 

V.  P.  Claffey  suggested  that  a  copy  be  sent  to  the  Secretary  of  Manpower 
and  it  was  agreed  that  this  would  be  done. 

Pres.  Sullivan  reported  that  the  term  of  the  Chairman  of  the  State  Labor 
Relations  Commission  was  about  to  expire.   It  was  requested  that  names 
be  submitted  for  the  position.   After  a  discussion  by  the  members  of  the 
Council  a  motion  was  duly  made  and  seconded  for  the  Executive  Officers 
to  submit  a  name  for  the  position.   So  voted. 

A  report  was  given  on  the  Americans  for  Energy  Independence  by  V.P. 
Farnham  as  the  coordinator  between  the  Council  and  AEI. 

A  motion  was  duly  made  and  seconded  that  the  Council  approve  the  name  of 
Helen  T.  O'Donnell  as  a  member  of  the  Americans  for  Energy  Independence. 
So  voted. 
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V.  P.  Farnham  told  of  his  reaction  to  the  Quality  of  Life  Program  Seminar 
held  at  the  University  of  Massachusetts.   He  felt  that  labor  should  be 
part  of  the  program.   We  should  make  sure  production  is  not  speeded  up 
without  pay  increases.   It  should  be  a  "something  for  something"  propo- 
sition.  The  members  of  the  Board  discussed  the  question  of  involvement 
at  length. 

Motion  duly  made  and  seconded  that  no  financial  assistance  be  made  to 
Quality  of  Life.   So  voted. 

It  was  suggested  that  a  meeting  be  called  with  affiliates  invited  to  attenc 
The  program  would  be  explained  and  an  appeal  for  contributions  made. 

Pres.  Sullivan  then  brought  up  a  request  from  Citizens  Action  Program  on 
Energy.   They  want  labor's  support.   He  did  not  recommend  that  we  lend 
our  name  to  the  Committee.   He  recommended  that  we  let  things  stand  as 
it  is  and  that  we  participate  from  time  to  time  and  that  their  connection 
with  other  local  unions  should  come  from  areas  that  they  are  working  in 
and  not  from  the  Mass.  State  Labor  Council. 

Motion  duly  made  and  seconded  that  we  concur  in  the  Presedent's  recom- 
mendation.  So  voted. 

SECRETARY-TREASURER ' S  REPORT 

Sec.-Treas.  Loughlin  read  the  General  Fund  and  COPE  financial  reports. 

Motion  duly  made  and  seconded  to  accept  the  financial  reports.   So  voted. 

Sec.-Treas.  Loughlin  told  the  members  of  the  Council  of  his  displeasure 
with  the  insurance  siuuation  in  Massachusetts  and  explained  his  reason- 
ing behind  this.   He  reported  that  he  sent  a  letter  to  the  Governor 
expressing  his  views. 

He  also  reported  that  Ray  Andres  requested  that  a  letter  be  sent  to  the 
Governor  asking  him  to  go  along  with  us  in  opposing  legislation  that 
would  deny  welfare  to  people  on  strike. 

Motion  duly  made  and  seconded  that  the  letter  be  sent  to  the  Governor. 
So  voted. 

Sec.-Treas.  Loughlin  reported  that  the  Lt.  Governor  had  asked  for  support 
for  anti-labor  legislation  which  would  deny  unemployment  compensation 
for  voluntary  quits  and  other  such  legislation. 

Motion  duly  made  and  seconded  that  we  support  the  Secretary-Treasurer 
and  Executive  Officers  in  their  opposition  to  Anti-Labor  Legislation. 
So  voted  -  unanimously. 

Subject  matter  discussed  was  a  per  capita  tax  increase  with  many  Vice 
Presidents  participatnng  in  the  discussion. 

Motion  duly  made  and  seconded  to  ask  for  a  2<p   per  capita  increase  at 
the  forthcoming  convention.   So  voted  -unanimously. 

Sec.-Treas.  Loughlin  also  brought  up  the  matter  of  Rent  Control  which 
was  continued  later  in  the  meeting. 

A  motion  was  duly  made  and  seconded  to  accept  the  Secretary-Treasurers 
Report.   So  voted. 
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V.P.  Sonsini  suggested  that  the  next  time  Sec.-Treas.  Loughlin  talked 
with  the  insurance  companies  that  he  find  out  whether  the  bottom  line 
(where  they  show  net  worth)  includes  losses  derived  from  investments 
such  as  equities  in  mortgages,  bonds,  etc. 

V.P.  O'Donnell  suggested  that  we  need  an  expert  highly  qualified  on 
insurance.   The  pros  and  cons  of  this  suggestion  was  discussed  by  the 
Council  and  it  was  decided  that  thought  would  be  given  to  this  matter. 

Pres.  Sullivan  reported  that  the  Senior  Citizen's  Seminar  meeting  date 
should  be  changed  to  October  25,  1975  at  10  a.m.  at  the  IBEW  Hall,  Waltham 
Motion  duly  made  and  seconded  to  approve  action.   So  voted. 

The  subject  of  the  Farm  Workers  was  discussed.   They  have  been  asked  to 
picket  non-union  shops  -  informational  picketing  only  -  and  to  notify 
union  representatives  when  picketing  union  shops.   They  have  not  been 
complying  with  the  request.   After  lengthy  discussion  it  was  decided  that 
V.P.  Campobasso  would  set  up  a  meeting  for  a  representative  of  the  Farm 
Workers,  President  Sullivan,  V.P.  Barron  and  a  representative  of  the 
Meatcutters,  Local  2. 

COPE  REPORT 

Dir.  Callahan  reported  that,  as  instructed,  a  letter  was  forwarded  to 

Congressman  Harrington  commending  him  for  his  stand  on  questionable  CIA 

practices. 

At  a  recent  meeting  with  Dir.  of  Political  Finance  he  indicated  that 
Central  Labor  Councils  have  not  complied  with  reporting  procedures.   A 
letter  was  sent  to  all  Central  Labor  Councils  urging  compliance. 

The  meeting  further  revealed  that  corporations  cannot  purchase  tickets 
for  fund  raising  seminars.   Accordingly,  refunds  were  made  to  Blue  Cross/ 
Blue  Shield  and  American  Income  Life  Insurance  Company. 

Dir.  Callahan  talked  with  Tom  Pitarys  of  the  New  Hampshire  Labor  Council 
regarding  the  Durkin-Wyman  Senatorial  election  and  on  August  12  he  met 
with  Al  Barkan,  Pres.  Sullivan,  S.T.  Loughlin  and  others  interested  in 
the  campaign.   At  the  request  of  Dir.  Barkan  and  concurred  in  by  the 
Executive  Officers,  a  letter  was  forwarded  to  affiliates  in  the  Lowell, 
Lawrence,  and  Haverhill  area  requesting  they  contact  members  living  in 
New  Hampshire  regarding  support  for  Durkin. 

Dir.  Callahan  has  had  requests  for  space  for  display  at  the  convention 
and  is  telling  all  inquirers  that  space  is  being  given  on  a  first-come- 
first-serve  basis. 

Motion  duly  made  and  seconded  to  accept  the  COPE  report.   So  voted. 

LEGISLATIVE  REPORT 

Legis.  Dir.  Cashman  reported  on  H.B.  61+53-  The  bill  passed  and  was  signec 
by  Gov.  Dukakis.  This  bill  will  put  a  member  of  Mass.  State  Labor  Council 
on  Mass.  Housing  Finance  Agency. 

Meetings  were  held  with  Lt.  Gov.  O'Neill  and  Gov.  Dukakis  re  H.B.  5938. 
This  bill  makes  "voluntary  quit"  section  of  Employment  Security  Law 
extremely  harsh. 

H.B.  869  -  regulating  strikebreakers  -  is  in  House  Ways  and  Means. 


. 
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H. B.  5931  -  payments  under  workmen's  compensation  for  partial  loss  of 
hearing  -  is  in  House  Ways  and  Means. 

H.B.  873  -  increasing  membership  of  Industrial  Accident  Board  -  is  in 
House  Ways  and  Means. 

H.B.  6366  completely  changes  methods  of  computation  of  workmen's  compen- 
sation benefits.   Uses  "average  spendable  income"  theory.   This  bill  is 
to  be  strongly  opposed  and  notification  of  all  Reps,  that  labor  is 
opposed  should  begin  immediately. 

Legis.  Dir.  Cashman  also  reported  that  Comm.  Roussos  of  Labor  &  Industries 
was  extremely  effective  in  meeting  with  Lt.  Gov.  O'Neill  on  "voluntary 
quits". 

Exec.  V.P.  Murray  reported  on  Rent  Control  and  other  legislative  matters. 
He  also  reported  on  the  status  of  the  task  force  to  update  employment 
security  and  referred  to  a  leaflet  distributed  in  Central  Massachusetts. 

Motion  duly  made  and  seconded  to  accept  Exec.  V.P.  Murray's  report.  So 
voted. 

The  V.P.s  discussed  their  lown  local  union's  stand  on  Rent  Control  and 
compared  viewpoints. 

After  due  consideration,  a  motion  was  duly  made  and  seconded  that  we 
withdraw  our  support  of  H.B.  598*+  and  that  we  are  absolutely  in  favor 
of  Rent  Control  and  that  we  are  opposed  to  legislation  that  would  harm 
our  Brothers  in  the  Building  and  Construction  Trades  and  that  we  with- 
draw our  support  of  the  "watered-down"  version  of  Rent  Control  - 
H.B.  598*+  -  "Local  Affairs  Bill". 

An  amendment  was  duly  made  and  seconded  to  go  along  with  recommendation 
of  Legis.  Dir.  to  support  H.B.  1957  as  long  as  it  does  not  harm  the 
Building  Trades.   So  voted. 

Motion  duly  made  and  seconded  to  accept  the  Legislative  Report.  So  voted. 

V.P.  Cleary  reported  that  the  Housing  Authority  informed  the  painters 
who  previously  were  terminated  that  they  were  going  back  to  work.  He 
commended  Councillors,  O'Neil,  Hicks  and  Langone,  Rep.  Craven,  Congress- 
man O'Neill  and  his  aid  Jimmy  Rowan  and  others  for  their  support. 

V.P,  Cleary  also  explained  his  position  on  why  he  supported  the  Boston 
Police  Patrolmen's  Association  in  their  demonstration,  even  though  they 
are  not  members  of  the  AFL-CIO.   He  was  supporting  their  right  to 
binding  arbitration. 

It  was  the  concensus  of  the  Council  that  the  Boston  Police  Patrolmen's 
Association  should  be  affiliated  with  the  AFL-CIO. 

V.P.  Barron  gave  a  progress  report  on  Jobs  for  Massachusetts  Committee. 
Motion  duly  made  and  seconded  to  accept  report.   So  voted. 

Motion  duly  made  and  seconded  to  refer  communications  to  Executive 
Officers.   So  voted. 
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V,  P.  O'Donnell  reported  that  the  Executive  Director  of  the  Massachusetts 
Consumers  Council  resigned  and  that  there  was  a  sub-committee  to  find 
a  new  Executive  Director. 

Motion  duly  made  and  seconded  that  Dermott  Shea  be  endorsed  for  the 
position.   So  voted. 

Roll  call.

The  Massachusetts  State  Labor  Council,  AFL-CIO  requests  that 
you  vote  in  opposition  to  House  Bill  6366. 

This  Bill  would  base  the  determination  of  weekly  benefits 
on  a  concept  of  "average  weekly  spendable  income."  The  definition 
of  "average  weekly  spendable  income"  is  designed  to  reduce  the 
wage  base  for  computation  of  benefits  to  the  lowest  possible 
level.   The  bill «■  deducts  from  gross  weekly  wages  United  States 
income  taxes,  Massachusetts  income  taxes,  and  social  security 
contributions. 

This  concept  of  "average  weekly  spendable  income"  for  benefit 
determination  violates  the  basic  principle  of  workers'  compensation. 
When  these  laws  were  established,  they  were  intended  to  replace 
66  2/3  percent  of  the  worker's  gross  weekly  wage.   In  return  for 
this  benefit  formula,  injured  workers  gave  up  their  right  to  sue 
employers  for  unlimited  damages.   This  fundamental  and  historic 
benefit  formula  has  been  accepted  in  every  state.   It  is  applied 
to  every  injured  worker  and  organized  labor  favors  its  retention 
in  state  workers'  compensation  programs.   This  benefit  formula 
is  based  on  wages  and  not  on  family  size,  income  tax  changes, 
or  social  security  contribution  changes.   It  is  directly  related 
to  the  job. 

The  average  weekly  spendable  income  concept  is  not  related 
to  jobs  or  wages.  A  carpenter,  machinist,  steelworker,  electrician, 
rubber  worker,  etc.,  in  Massachusetts  and  elsewhere  is  hired  and 
paid  wages  established  for  the  job.   Employers  in  this  nation  do 
not  pay  wages  based  on  family  status.   Income  tax  deductions, 
both  state  and  federal,  are  based  on  family  size,  and  the  proposed 
benefit  formula  would  include  these  factors  in  the  wage  deter- 
mination. This  concept  should  be  vigorously  opposed. 


( 
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For  example,  a  carpenter  with  a  wife  and  one  child  earning 
$8.00  per  hour  if  injured  en  the  job,  under  these  proposals, 
could  find  his  wage  base  reduced  to  such  a  level  that  an  unskilled 
laborer  with  a  wife  and  six  children  working  at  the  minimum  wage 
of  $2.10  per  hour  would  be  entitled  to  a  higher  workers*  compen- 
sation benefit. 

The  Bill's  benefit  formula  is  seriously  deficient  in  proposing 
to  deduct  social  security  contributions  for  wage  determination. 
Social  security  contributions  are  paid  by  the  worker.  There  is 
no  valid  reason  for  deducting  this  contribution  from  his  wages 
for  benefit  determination. 

Many  workers  purchase  life  insurance,  accident  and  health 
insurance,  disability  insurance,  and  other  forms  of  insurance  to 
protect  their  home  and  families.  These  forms  of  insurance  are 
paid  for  by  the  individual  from  his  or  her  weekly  wage  in  much 
the  same  fashion  social  security  protection  is  paid  for  by  the 
worker  with  a  weekly  contribution  from  his  or  her  weekly  wage. 
It  would  be  grossly  unfair  to  use  this  purchase  of  social  security 
protection  in  an  attempt  to  lower  the  benefit  entitlement  of  an 
injured  worker. 

In  addition  to  the  inequities  the  proposed  benefit  formula 
would  impose  on  Massachusetts  workers,  it  would  create  serious 
uncertainties.   It  would  be  almost  impossible  for  an  injured 
worker  to  know  the  amount  of  the  weekly  benefit  to  which  he  is 
entitled.   In  fact,  the  insurance  carrier,  the  employer,  and  the 
industrial  commission  will  also  lack  this  knowledge.   In  every 
case  of  work  injury,  earnings,  dependents,  and  tax  forms  filed 
for  both  state  and  federal  taxes  will  have  to  be  examined. 
This  method  of  computing  individual  benefits  will,  in  our-  opinion, 
result  in  chaos. 

Finally,  the  proposal  "limits  the  payment  of  xveekly  benefit 
amounts  to  83  percent  of  the  wages  up  to  a  maximum  of  $200 
weekly  based  upon  dependency  status.   This  entire  proposal  would 
probably  reduce  the  compensation  paid  under  the  present  benefit 
formula  for  most  injured  workers  in  Massachusetts. 

Once  again,  we  respectfully  request  that  you  vote  in 
opposition  to  House  Bill  6366.

LEGISLATIVE  BULLETIN 


August  21,  1975 


Massachusetts  legislators  have  little  to  show  for  their  efforts. 
The  official  summer  vacation  was  fcr  only  two  weeks,  but  little  has 
been  accomplished  since  their  return. 

Most  senators  and  representatives  are  convinced  that  without 
the  monies  to  spend  on  new  programs  and  projects  there  is   not  much 
that  can  be  done.  Many  members  of   the  General  Court  are  resigned 
to  the  fact  that  this  years  session  could  run  well  into  the  Fall  and 
possibly  early  Winter. 

Approximately  80  percent  of  tbe  bills  filed  have  been  considered 
and  disposed  of ,  The  iLaior  proposals  involving  the  tough  decisions 
are  still  pending.  For  example,  the  1976  budget  which  was  filed 
four  months  late  is  being  dealt  with  by  committees,  namely  Ways 
and  Means. 

Two  bills  which  are  getting  a  heavy  push  from  management  are 
House  Bill  5938.  This  bill  would  disqualify  applicants  for  unem- 
ployment compensation,  This  bill  is  an  attempt  to  eliminate  the 
"voluntary  quit"  problem.  We  informed  Lt«  Governor  o«Nelll  of  our 
objections  to  this  legislation*  Wq  believe  the  present  law  with 
its  8  weeks  disqualification  la  severe  enough,  and  that  no  effort 
should  be  made  to  make  it  harsher.  Please  note  copy  of  letter  we 
sent  to  House  Ways  &  Means  regarding  this  bill. 

House  Bill  6366  is  an  attempt  by  management  to  determine 
workman's  compensation  by  the  "average* weekly  spendable  income" 
method.  Please  note  letter  we  sent  to  all  the  members  of  the 
General  Court. 

Since  the  issuing  of  these  letters,  meetings  have  been  held 
with  Lt.  Governor  0«Neill  and  Governor  Dukakis.  We  believe  that 
we  have  cooled  for  the  moment  some  of  their  enthusiasm  for  this 
type  of  legislation.   I  am  suggesting  to  you  that  you  or  your  organ- 
ization contact  your  representatives  on  these  two  bills.
